Given the Finishing Touches. 


INDORSED BY OFFICIALS. 


The Field Open to All Competitors 
When It Goes Into Effect Six 
Months Hence. 


The underground wire bill is to all intents 
and purposes a law, but it will not go into 


effect until six months after its passage, 


which will be along in the latter part of 
October. "

conduits and to place and operate wires, 
tubes and cables therein, but must apply for 
and receive from the Board of Public Im- 
provements a permit to construct such con- 
duits, ducts, manholes and other appur- 
tenances as may be required for placing said 
wires, tubes or cables underground: said ap- 
plication to be accompanied by full, general 
and detailed plans showing the route, capa- 
city and dimensions of said conduit, ducts, 
manholes and other appurtenances.”’ 

This lets in every company that wants to 
come in without making it necessary to get 
a special ordinance therefor. It leaves the 
field practically open to all companies to 
come in under the ordinance. 

Section 604 F. provides the manner in 
which the companies shall submit to the 
board their plans and specifications for such 
conduits as they may desire. 

Section 604 G provides that all companies 
failing to come before the board within the 
time specified shall be considered as having 
rejected the terms of the ordinance. 

Section 604 H provides for the bonds to be 
furnished by the companies. 

Section 604 I makes it a misdemeanor to 
put any wires in the conduits without the 
necessary permits. 

Section 644 J provides for the manner in 
which the city may purchase the conduits 
after fifteen years time. 

Section 604 provides for the manner of 
maintaining the ducts, manholes, etc. 

Sec. 604 L gives the superintendence of the 
whole system to the Boar of Public Im- 
provements. 

Sec. 604 M provides for the repair and res- 
— 1 of the streets after the conduits are 
put in, 

Sec. 604 N provides for the adjustment of 
conflicting plans for the same street. 

Sec. 604 O provides that no permit shall 
be granted until the company getting it 
shall sign a release to the city freeing it 
from all obligations to pay any part of 
constructing any of the conduits. 

Sec. 604 P fixes the life of the ordinance, 
making it expire on April 15, 1940. 

Section 604Q provides that until 1940 the 
price of telephone service shall not be more 
than it was on January 1, 1896. 

Section R provides for the removal of 
poles after the wires have been taken down 
from them. 

Section 648 prevents the leasing or sub- 
letting of any cenduit by one company to 
another. 

Section 64T reserves the right to amend 
or repeal the ordinance at any time. 

Section 604U exempts clock, burglar 
alarm, commercial printer, night watch 
and other messenger or call wires of low 
tension hung more than thirty-five feet 
above the street, and provides how they 
shall be controlled. 

The exemption of the messenger wires was 
due entirely to the work of ex-Speaker 


James Townsend, who represented the mes- 


senger companies. He had evidently not 
lost his grip upon the House of Delegates 
and succeeded in having a bitter fight put 
up for him by the House Conference Com- 


mittee. In fact the Council Committee had 


to concede that amendment to save the 


clause restraining the telephone companies 
from raising rates. 


‘The opinions of fhe city officials 
upon the measure vary somewhat. 


President McMath of the Board of Public 


Improvements thinks it is a very good bill 
as it stands and ie of the impression that it 
can be made to work well, “Since they 
have let all companies in without making 
them get a special ordinance to do busi- 
ness I think it is all right.

“This will certainly make trouble—that 
contract does not expire till 1900, yet the 
company ig to be compelled to release the 
city of its share of it without getting any 
release in return. I had an amendment 
ready to cover that subject, but it was 
not accepted. 


D. P. Meaney, the representative of the 
Long Distance Telephone Company, who 
was authorized to speak for all the tele-

with the bill as it was amended and that 
he thought it would 8 in a manner 
satisfactory to all ties interested.

The starting machine invented by Dave 
McDaniels of Lexington, Ky., was given 4 
trial * the Newport track yesterday, and 

rov entirely successful. It is superior 

m some respects to the Brown machine, 
now being used on the same track. It is 
much more simple in design and construc- 
tion, and can be built for much less money. 
It is simply two strips of webbing stretched 
parallel across the track and attached at 
each end to am arm. The arm has a heavy 
weight on one end, and the other, to which 
the webbing is attached, is held down by an 
automatic spring, that is released by elec- 
tricity. When the button is pressed the 
arm is released and flies up as quick as a 


‘flash, and the track is clear. The webbing 


is fastened at one end to a small windlass 
and may be made longer or shorter, as the 
width of the track may require. 

The starter carries the button in his 
pocket to which the wire is attached that 
carries the electricity to the catch that 
holds the arm, and can raise it without the 
jockeys being aware that the machine is 
about to be sprung.

JOSEPH LOUIS’ SUICIDE. 


Suspicion That Another Body Was 
Substituted for His Own. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch, 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 18.—Joseph 
Louis, who was found dead in a room at 


the Bellevue Hotel, Tuesday night, com- 
mitted suicide by taking poison, oroner 
Ashbridge is satisfied that Louis took 
his own life to evade the law, he being 
under indictment in New York for forgery. 

The authorities in this eity, however, are 
working on the theory that a body was 
substituted for Joseph H. Louis. The body, 
although found the day following that 
on which Louis regisered at the hotel, was 
in such a state of decomposition that the 
physicians think the person must have 
been dead for at least four days.

There were several reasons why it was 
necessary to appoint a receiver. First, Mr. 
Houck did not properly manage the prop- 
erty. He put his nephew, Louis B. Houck, 
in as Superintendent. The latter ts a mere 


the superintendency last December the ser- 
vice has been fearful. This statement will 
be attested by all patrons from one end of 
the line to the other. Shippers became 
discouraged, inasmuch as they were unable 
to secure facilities. The ‘train schedule 
was not half maintained. 

“The track and equipment was running 
down. The credit of the company was 80 
poor that it was unable to purchase suffi- 
cient supplies. = 

“Then Mr. Houck misappropriated the 
funds. He manipulated the road to serve 
his own individual interests. Since he be- 
gan the operation of the road in August 
of 1891 he never made an annual statement 
to the stockholders. He took all of the 
surplus and put it into other property 
which the stockholders had no interest in. 
His policy was running the company into 
debt, and a debt of about $20,000 had already 
accumulated. When the receiver was ap- 
pointed the company was six months’ be- 
hind with its payroll. There was no 
valid excuse for this. The property earned 
money sufficient for all legitimate purposes. 

“Mr. Houck used $2), of the earnings 
of the road to bulld the -twenty-five-mile 
extension of the Pemiscot road. The 
stockholders have no interest in this road. 
It was poor business policy to build it. Its 
earning capacity is very limited. The first 
ten miles runs through a cypress swamp 
in which nothing can grow. Half of the 
remaining fifteen miles is a wildernegs and 
the remainder is fairly good land. Now the 
real reason Mr. Houck built this extension 
was to secure 40,000 acres of land which 
Pemiscot County gave for the road. Mr. 
Houck received the land and the stock- 
holders have no interest in It. 

Now Mr. Houck claims that he came to 
our rescue in 1891 and rebuilt the road. 
This is incorrect. He never put a single 
dollar of his own money into the enterprise. 
That year he acquired a majority of the 
stock. The road was doing fairly well, 
but Mr. M. L. Gray of St. Louis held our 
note for $85,000. He wanted better se- 
curity and suggested we get Mr. Houck. 
In order to do this and protect Mr. Gray 
we sold Mr. Houck 300 of the 540 shares of 
the company. It was agreed that in con- 
sideration of his receiving the 300 shares of 
stock he should assume the $85,000 note due 
Mr. Gray and complete the road from 


long. The road was never built and I, of 
course, never recetved the bonds. I re- 
ceived $10,000 in Cape Girardeau & Fort 
Smith rallroad bonds, which Houck repre- 
sented were worth cents on the. dollar. 
They were not worth a cent. we virt- 
ually presented Mr. Houck with the con- 
trolling interest in the road. He paid the 
$85,000 due Mr. Gray, but paid it out of the 
earnings of the road.

vote of 98 to 42. he minority Liberals 
voted for Dr. Gruebel. The crowds out- 
side the Town Hall greeted the announce- 
ment of the result with cheers, and Dr. 
Lueger made a speech, in the course of 
which he inveighed against Hungary, and 
declared that his election was a vindication 
of Christian liberty and the independence 
of Austria. 

Lueger has been repeatedly elected 
Burgomaster and as frequently rejected by 
the Emperor. On Dec. 2 last a riot followed 
the anti-Semite meeting held in the Prater 
to protest against his rejection.

Gen. Blackburn Jones, Whe Killed Him- 
self in New York. 


New York dispatches state that the man 


concealed by the relatives, was Maj.-Gen. 
Blackburn Jones, a hero of the Civil War 


and at one time a resident of St. Louis. 

It has been twenty years since Gen. 
Jones lived in St. Louis and few resi- 
dents now remember him. He practiced 
law while here and had a fair standing. 

Among the few members of the bar who 
remember Gen. Jones is Mr. Hiram J. 
Grover.

Jones,“ said Mr. Grover to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “but I met him in the course of
